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Continuation of 13. Other: The applicant's argument in regards to permissibility of combination of prior art as presented in the rejection 
has been noted. However, the applicant is err in this characterization of the office action and the combination of prior arts as well as the 
motivation to combine. As it has been clearly stated by the applicant in the specification the thrust of the invention is "the present invention 
allows a user to specify a spending limit that is based on a selected period, instead of or in addition to per event basis" (Specification Page 
1). As well as, the applicant is specifically is concerned with solving the problem of controlling the spending limits. So the main concern of 
the invention is the control of the spending, not the specific system that it is used by. As it has been cleariy stated "The determination that 
a reference is from a non-analogous art is thereforie twofold. First, we decide if the reference is within the field of the inventor's endeavor. 
If it is not, we proceed to determine whether the reference is reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the inventor was 
involved." In re Wood, 599 F2d 1032, 202 USPQ 171, (CCPA 1979), 

The art used in the rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103 might not be in the same exact environment as the applicant's claimed, 
however, the problem stated by the applicant to be resolved is the same as the prior art has resolved. As per above discussion the art 
used by the examiner is correctly sighted and is permissible to be used in a 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection of the currently presented claims 
based on the applicant's proposed claimed language as to be related to a method and system for controlling user spending. 
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
